Judge Morris was a courtly, polished gentleman, bred in old 
Virginia, in whose character were inwrought the best influences 
of both South and Nortii. He served his country well. He adorned 
the bench with the qualities, the ability and the purposes that be­ 
come ii. 
His mind was a well of culture flowing pleasure and 
profits to those who were privileged to enjoy companionship with 
him. 
It is regrettable that lie did not live to enjoy more years 
of the leisure he had so richly earned.

To Protect Fruit Trees 
» . T. ft 
From Mice and Rabbits 
A good remedy to protect fruit trees 
from mice is to break down mice bur­ 
row*, and follow that by spreading 
poison 
Lait about. 
Sweet potatoes, 
cut into grape size, make good bait 
when sprinkled with strychnia sul­ 
phate, one ounce to one bushel of 
halt. 
The bult is first soaked in a 
tuh of water, then flu* poison, usual­ 
ly 
mixed 
with 
baking 
powder, 
is 
sifted over it from a salt shaker. A 
few pieces of bait are placed under 
each tree in wide-necked bottles, un­ 
der boards or in open tunnels so that 
chickens and live stock will not come 
in contact with them. 
To protect trees from rabbits, a 
heavy 
galvanized 
wire, 
about 
one 
quarter inch mesh, serves well when 
pill around the base of the tree and 
extending about 20 Inches up from the 
ground. 
Newspapers or corn stalks 
wrapped around the tree with binder 
twine make less expensive protector*, 
but should be removed early in the 
spring.

Flax straw can be fed to any class 
of live stock. Cattle, horses and sheep 
will eat It in the absence of a better 
grade of forage.

ing vain**. Flax straw contains much 
crude material thnt is indigestible and 
although an animal may (III up on 
flax 
straw 
nevertheless

does not receive lunch nourishment 
from such “filling,” consequently Max 
straw is made use of by live stock 
men as a filler, sa y s a writer In the 
Dakota Farmer.

Feed Flax Straw to All 
Classes o f Live Stock

ing value. Flax straw contains much 
crude material that is indigestible and 
although an animal may till up on 
flax straw nevertheless the animal 
does not receive much nourishment 
from such “tilling,” consequently flax 
straw is made use of by live stock 
men as a filler, says a w riter in the 
Dakota Farmer. 
The animals are per­

and tho Olympic games in Paris. 
Three events stood out as the big features of the busy season, They were 
the defeat of Miss Helen Wills the American champion, at Wimbledon; the 
default of Mile, Suzanne Lenglen from th*- world's championship anil the 
smashing vic tory of the American team In the Olympic matches, 
When .Mies Wills went to England with tie American team to play in 
the Wightman Cup matches, the British championship at Wimbledon and 
the Paris Olympic matches, the prospect of a match against Mile. Lenglen 
for the world’s championship promised the tennis fiat tie of the century. 
The- match never was played. 
Mile Lenglen, much to the surprise off 
everyone, defaulted in the early rounds after she had been driven to a ter*! 
rifle- battle by Miss Elizabeth Ryan, the former American girl. 
She said she* 
was ill and that she bad been ordered to retire from the tournament by ber 
physician. 
Kite surrendered her title as the British champion aud went back to 
Paris. 
With the French girl out of the tournament the contest for Hie cham­ 
pionship turned into a battle between Miss Wills and Miss Kathb-ne McKane, 
the star British player. 
Miss Wills started very poorly after having spent several weeks In I am­ 
el or trying to get acclimated and to change ber game to conform with an un­ 
familiar ball and strange turf. 
Apparently sh" succeeded In doing neither. 
In her first appearance as the sti r of the American women’s team In the* 
Wight mar Cup matches at Wimbledon, she w as defeated by Mrs. Nancy 
t'ovell, an ordinary player, and she also lost ber second matc h to Miss Mc 
Kane. 
With their ace gone, the American women wore lost and they bad 
tire cup taken away from them when the British learn won the c up tourna­ 
ment. 
The following week the young American champion, who was not in the 
least disturbed by he r surprising defeats, steadily Improved her game an I 
che had very little difficulty in working her way through the early rounds 
of the British championship. 
She was in flue* form up to her final match against Miss McKane when 
che blew up suddenly when she was within Just a few points of the ihain- 
plor ship. 
The British girl ria‘overed With a great rally when MI s Wills 
wobbled on her game and she beat the young American and won Hie chain- 
plonship. 
Another chance for a Lenglen-Wills match in Paris was blasted when 
the French girl said sh*- could not play unci withdrew her entry, although 
her retirement ruined the chances of France1 for three first places that the 
Olympic- team had felt sure of. 
It was unite fortunate1 for Mile. Lenglen that 
he wasn't well enough let 
play, because- Miss Wills was playing he»r re,.I game Iii Paris cm familiar bard 
courts and she looked and acted like* the* greatest player in the world. 
She 
won the championship without being pressed at any time. 
The American team was in fine form iii tin1 Olympic1 matches and they 
scored a clean sweep by winning live* first places and one second in six events. 
Miss Wills won the singles and doubles "hatnploshlp with Mr i. George 
Wightman and young Vituiie Richards won the singles title and the1 doubles 
with Frank Hunter. 
The American team was again successful in defending the- Oasis Cup 
against the* Australian challengers, who had done th" tlnal round of the elitu 
inations from the young Frenchmen. Borotru aud LaCoste1. 
The improvement*In the* game1 of Borons and LaCoste was one of th* 
Interesting features of the year, as (heir turin Indicated that France is to ta* 
tln> next strong rival of the Lulled States for International team honors. 
Borotra, while he played well in Oil 
eOUiitry, was not up to the game that 
won the British singles championship ai Wimbledon for him. 
The apparent decline of Bill Johnston, the* California star, and one of 
America’s Davis Cup mainstays, was another striking development of the* 
season. Johnston wits given a terrine beat log by Bill Tilden in tile (Inal round 
of Ute American championships at Forest Hills and it is quite possible that 
his poor form shown Iii earlier tournaments may cost him second place on 
the American ranking list. 
As Johnston seems to have start*1*! fading, young Vinnle Richards started 
his first reul Improvement and h* Was one of tin* sensations cd the season 
Tilden* of course, ret ai Heil his American championship, which could Im 
claimed as a world's championship this year besa Ute of the number aud 
class of th*' foreign entries. 
The champion, however, dill not play in many 
Of the other tournaments because cif some* differences with the higher-ups 
of the game. 
The row between Tilden and the1 Lotted States Lawn Tennis XssocUttiou 
was the big politic al feature* of the year.

I, 1925, he would be declared Ineligible fur amateur competition.
